Accident Insurance Compa- 
nies Have Not Paid Pen- 
nell’s Policies, 


Buffalo, N. Y., March 29.—Tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock Judge Murphy will 
reopen the inquest into the death of Ed- 
win L. Burdick. Three or four witnesses 
will be examined and the inquest will be 
closed. Alexander J. Quinn and F. G. 
Hall King, respectively bartender and 
cashier of the Hotel Roland, New York, 
in whose presence it is alleged Arthur 
R. Pennell threatened to kill some one, 
arrived in the city today and will be the 
first witnesses called tomorrow. The 
clerks in Walbridge’s hardware store who 
sold. Pennell a revolver on the morning 
after the discovery of the Burdick mur- 
der may be called upon to tell what they 
know about Pennell’s strange actions on 
that morning. After the Burdick inquest 
is closed the official inquiry inte the 
death of Pennell will be givan. 

Several attorneys representing accident 
insurance companies in which Pennei! was 
insured will be present. It is known that 
some of them are inclined to contest 
the payment of policies on Pennell’s life. 

Pennell carried $36,000 in accident insur- 
ance, none of which has been paid. se- 
sides that his life was insured for $215,000. 
The policies with one exception were 
taken out four or five years ago. The 
suicide clause gives one year from the 
date of issue as the term during which 
the insurance. if death was by suicide, 
would not be payable. Of the $195,000 in- 
surance which is incontestible four poli- 
cies amounting to $30,000 have been paid. 

Only two persons saw Pennell’s auto- 
mobile carry him over the @rink of We 
stone quarry on Kensington avenue on 
March 10. If the accident insurance com- 
panies contest the payment of risks on 
Pennell’s life, the burden of the proof 
must fall upon them, George Dunbar anda 
William Lannen, employees of Keims’ bi- 
cycle works, who saw the fatal plunge, 
probably will be the first -witnesses call- 
ed by Judge Murphy tomorrow. They 
were on Kensington avenue going in the 
same direction as Pennell’s automobile.

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Mr. Littlefield’s Trusts. 

Perhaps the most remarkable con- 
tribution to the current discussion of 
the trust question is a list of alleged 
trusts which Mr. Littlefield, of Maine, 
furnished to the country as a part of 
a speech made by himself in February 
last. 

This list is now being sent broad- 
cast through the country under the 
frank of Mr. Littlefield and is, in this 
way, givenhishearty indorsement. The 
introduction to the list states that there 
are four hundred and fifty-three “in- 
dustrial” trusts, with a total capitali- 
zation of over nine billion dollars. In 
addition to this list there is presented 
an array of so-called natural trusts 
which, ‘it is explained, are mainly lo 
cal in effect, “such as monopolies in 
gas, water and electric light, tele- 
graph, express, insurance, etc.” This 
list embraces three hundred and forty 
alleged trusts with a total capitaliza- 
tion of more than four and a half bil- 
lion dollars. 

A study of these lists gives rise to 
the suspicion that the compiler has 
endeavored to present a list of the 
corporations of the country. While it 
is doubtless true that a number of 
the corporations here mentioned might 
properly be construed as trusts, it is 
also true that many—even with the 
most high sounding names—are not 
monopolies and may be called trusts 
simply by courtesy. 

Presented in this way, the list gives 
the impression that Mr. Littlefield de- 
sires to stand sponsor for a general 
attack upon corporations. It may be 
that this properly represents his per- 
sonal position, but it must be apparent 
to all thinking men that an anti-trust 
crusade which develops into an at- 
tack upon all corporations, or upon 
corporations simply because they hap- 
pen to have a large capitalization, is 
sure to prove futile. 

The democratic party will not lend 
itself to any wholesale attack upon 
the capital of the country, even when 
that capital happens to be invested in 
corporations. The democratic party 
has led the fight against illegitimate 
Gombines and monopolies and will 
continue to do so. The mere fact of 
a corporation having a large capitali- 
gation does not make it a menace to 
the public welfare, however. It is only 
when such corporation, because of the 
special privilege it enjoys through dis- 
criminations in its favor, is in a posi- 
tion to oppress the people that it be- 
comes dangerous. 

The democratic party has been 
charged with being unfriendly to the 
business interests of the country and 
to capital generally, but such a charge 
is absolutely baseless. Regarded as a 
whole, the party is the conservative 
party of the country. With regard to 
the issue which is to be the great one

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Should Support Bowen. 

It is to be hoped that the officials 
of this government will not lend their 
countenance to tke proposition ad- 
vanced by certain bankers to finance 
Venezuela’s foreign indebtedness in or- 
der that the desires of Germany, Great 
Britain and Italy to escape a Hague 
decision may be furthered. 

There is more involved in this than 
merely the question of the advance- 
ment and repayment of the funds nec- 
essary to meet the claims against Vene- 
zuela. The proposition in the shape in 
which it has been made indicates a de- 
sire on the part of the Messrs. Selig- 
man and certain philanthropic asso- 
ciates to get their hands on Venezue- 
la’s customs receipts under terms 
which will insure to them something 
like 33 per cent interest upon the 
amount advanced. Venezuela has 
agreed to segregate 30 per cent of the 
customs receipts of her two principal 


ports for the payment of the claims 
which are found to be justly due. A 
syndicate of international bankers 
comes along and says: “Make it 40 | 
per cent, give us the extra 10, place us 
jn control of the custom houses and— 
we will ask nothing better,” or words | 
to that effect. | 
The creditor nations would probably | 
be glad enough to see this plan go 
through, because under it they would | 
be promptly paid; the three allies 
which blockaded and bombarded along | 
the Venezuelan coast would be more | 
than glad to have it adopted because | 
then they would escape a decision by 
court upon a_ question | 
which they do not want that court to. 
decide; it is conceivable that Presi- 
dent Castro would not be averse to 
some such arrangement, providing in- 
ducements in the proper quantity and 
of the proper quality were held out to 
him; the bankers would like to see 
it go through because they are not in 
business for their health. 
Representatives of these bankers 
are quoted as saying that the presi-

[It is just as well to await some more 
reliable information on this point than 
is likely to come from these gentle- 
men, however. 

Mr. Bowen is on record as strongly 
opposing any such scheme, and for two 
reasons. First, he sees that the 10 
per cent which would go to the bank- 
ers under their plan is an entirely un- 
necessary burden upon Venezuela. It 
means the uncalled-for increase of her 
indebtedness just that much. Beyond 
this, however, there are weightier rea- 
sons influencing Mr. Bowen. He sees 
that it is not only of vast importance 
to the republics of Central and South 
America to have a decision by The 
Hague court upon this question of pre- 
ferential treatment, but that a decis- 
ion which would place non-aggressive 
creditors on the same footing with 
those using their fleets in pressing for 
the payment of their claims would be 
a mighty factor in the preservation of 
the peace of the world. 

Mr. Bowen has prepared the way for 
such a decision. In refusing to ac- 
cede to the demands of the allies that 
they be given preferential treatment, 
he performed an important service, 
not only to Venezuela, but to the 
world. 

The United States government 
should use all of its influence to bring 
about the proposed Hague decision. 
If for considerations for any character 
whatsoever President Castro shows a 
disposition to weaken, he should be 
held to the present programme. The 
key to the situation seems to be in 
the hands of Secretary of State Hay. 

It is confidéntally expected that he 
will throw his influence on the side 
of The Hague. 


Futile Talk. 

More futile and senseless talk ema- 
nates from that center of talk, Boston. 
The New England Anti-I'mperialistic 
League has been getting together 
again and declaring, “we, the people 
of Massachusetts,” do not like the 
way things are going and we are, 
tnerefore, ready to adopt any and all 
resolutions submitted to us.

SOLDIER'S WIDOW FOUND 
THROUGH BABY’S PICTURE 


Washington, ‘March 29.—(Special.)—Gen- 
era] Ainsworth, chief of the record and 
pension: division of the department, has 
written J. W. Berry, of Thomasville, Ga.. 
relative to the identity of a union soldier 
about whom Mr. Berry some time since 
made inquiry. 

Mr. Berry was a federal soldier and was 
wounded in the battle of the Wilderness. 
After the engagement he saw upon the 
battle field a dead federal captain in 
whose hands was held the photograph of 
a baby of about two years old. Mr. 
Berry aided in the interment of the soldier 
and the photograph fell in his hands. It 
being his idea that he might be able, by 
means of it, to give information to the 
relatives of the dead man. For some time 
he tried in vain and then sent a letter 
with the picture to The New York Sun. 
It was published on the editorial page of 
that paper and attracted the attention of 
General Ainsworth, who has since been 
making search of the records for the pur- 
pose, if possible, of finding the widow 

A study of the records show the names 
of six captains of infantry who lost 
their lives in the particular engagement 
described by the confederate soldier. Then 
the pension office records were studied for 
the purpose of ascertaining: what appli- 
cations for pensions had been made by 
relatives of these dead captains. This re- 
vealed the fact that only one of these of- 
ficers left a widow and children. He was 
Captain Jefferson Newman, of the Seventh 
Wisconsin regiment. His widow, who is 
now living at Elkhart, Ind., stated in 
her application for pension—made in 1865— 
that her husband had been killed in the 
battle of the Wilderness and that at that 
time she had two children, one 8 years 
and the other 5. It is thought that the 
photograph found in the dead man’s hand 
must have been that of the younger child, 
which probably had been sent the father 
two or three years before. 

General Ainsworth has written Mr. 
Berry of his discovery and has also 
communicated with Mrs, Newman for the 
purpose of ascertaining if his conclusions 
as to the identity of the dead federal] sol- 
dier are correct. 


Negroes to Mexico. 


bassy here tell of the recent importation 
to fhat country from the United States 
of 100 negroes who will be employed 
along the line of the Vera Cruz and Pa- 
cific railroad. This move is experimental 
and is being watched with considerable 
interest. If successful results follow, it 
is said that large importations from the 
southern states will follow in the effort 
to solve the present problem of finding 
laborers in Mexico who are alike compe- 
tent and willing to work. 

To @m Alabama negro named McKelvin 
is given the credit for inducing members 
of his race to emigrate to Mexico. Mc- 
Kelvin was at one time employed on a 
large Alabama plantation, but later went 
to Mexico, where he claims to have found 
better wages. He réturted to Alabama 
and distributed large circulars among the 
negroes telling of the advantages of the 
Mexican country and of the oppertunities 
it offered poor negroes who wanted work 
in the country. His circulars also con- 
tained as an inducement the assurance 
that the negroes would not be subject to 
the order of “white trash.” 

This last feature apparently proved a 
drawing card, for McKelvin had no trou- 
ble in persuading 100 negroes to return 
to Mexico with him, where he found work 
for them at $1.50 a day.

McKelvin 
has made the claim that he will be able 
to induce a million of his race now in 
the southern states to emigrate to Mexico 
and several railroad contractors are en- 
deavoring to arrange with him to return 
to the states and canvass the south for 
laborers. McKelvin, it is understood, will 
make a return trip within the next few 
months.

Major Henry Romeyn, well known in 
Atlanta through his long residence at

Fort McPherson, tells some interesting 
facts about Luther Kelly, the Philippines 
provincial treasurer, who recently fig- 
ured so prominéntly in saving the Amer- 
icans who were attacked by the ladrones 
at Surigao. 

Major Romeyn says that Kelly gained 
his experience in warfare as a Scout un- 
der General Miles and that he won fama 
in the campaign against Sitting Bu}! 
after the massacre of Custer’s men on 
the Little Big Horn. He says that Keliy 
first became connected with the army 
when General Miles was in the Yellow- 
stone country hunting Sitting Bull to 
punish him for the Custer massacre. 
Kelly knew the country well, as he spent 
most of his time hunting and trapping, 
sg General Miles secured his services as 
Major Romeyn says that Kelly 
two notable trips alone through 
country infested with hostile Indians, 
one of these tribes being 300 miles in 
length and the other $0. Later on he 
located Sitting Bull’s band, and returning 
to General Miles’ column, led the expedi- 
tion that resulted in the rout of that 
famous Sioux warrior. 

Kelly seems to be quite a unique char- 
acter. He is said to be an educated man, 
something of a poet, and a musician of 
rare ability. Out in the west when he 
was with Miles he always preferred, when 
going through hostile country, to go with 
the company only of his two faithful 
horses, who would follow him like dogs. 

Major Romeyn did not hear of Kelly 
again until during the Spanish-American 
war, when he found the former scout a 
captain of volunteers. After the war he 
came to Washington and through the 
influence of General Miles, who thought 
a lot of him, was given a temporary place 
in the war department, which he held 
for some time, and then went out to the 
Philippines in civilian capacity. Major 
Romeyn is enthusiastic over the man's 
bravery. ‘‘His exploit at Surigao,” said 
the major today, ‘is just what one would 
have expected who Knew Kelly in the 
days of Indian wartare in the west.’’ 

An Unique American Product. 

The recent advices from Uruguay rela- 
tive to the revolution there which lasted 
about a week came to the state depart- 
ment bearing a name not very familiar 
to people of the United States taken as 
a whole. This name is Swalm. The 
bearer of it is as unique a person pliys'- 
cally as is his name unique among Amer- 
ican names. 

Al W. Swalm has for six years been 
stationed at Montevideo and has recetitly 
peen transferred to Southampton, Eng- 
land. When he puts in his appearance 
in England it is inevitable that our Eng- 
lish brethren should have their opinioi 
that all Americans belong to the wild 
and wooly west type greatly strength- 
ened. Swalm is described as being as 
dark as an Indian with hair streaming 
about his shoulders after the fashion of 
Buffalo Bill’s people and the patent miedi- 
cine venders who used to swarm to tne 
small] towns in the earlier days and per- 
haps do still. Naturally Swalm attracts 
attention wherever he goes. His friends 
say he wears his hair in that fashion 
because he is subject to severe head- 
aches and finds that this method of head- 
dress, or undress. is a relief. Even if this 
is not true, it is certain that this pe- 
cullarity has proved one of Swalm’'s besi 
cards and that he does not at all object 
to the notoriety. 

In this connection it ig told that sev- 
eral years ago when he was an editor 
of an Iowa paper he went on an excur- 
sion out to Yellowstone park. At one 
of the little water station stops the meni- 
bers of the party got out and amused 
themselves with some Indians who were 
calmly sitting in the sun watching civili- 
zation as it rolled by them. One of the 
members of the party told the Indians 
that they had an Indian on the train 
and Swalm. who came out at that time, 
was pointed out. The Indians imme- 
diately began a close examination. They 
felt Swalm’s clothes, touched his hair 
and finally, as a final test, got hold of? 
his Knee-cap, it being understood that 
the Indians have a knee-cap different 
from that worn by white men. When 
they had finisned their examination they 
spurned the long-haired Iowan with con- 
tempt. Turning to the other editors the 
leader of the Indians, pointing at Swa:m, 
said: ‘He no Injun, him half breed.’’ 

Swalim denies the soft impeachment. 
He claims that he ig as thorough un 
American as anybody—and not an Ameri- 
can Injun at that. The spectacle of 4 
man who looks like he does representing 
the United States as its highest officia. 
at the English port, where most of the 
trans-Atlantic steamers stop, will be an 
interesting one, to say the least. The 
preconceived notions of JEurdpeans con- 
cerning Americans will be even more in- 
teresting hereafter.

The biennial election of the Atlanta po- 
lice will occur today, at which time 
the board of police commissioners will 
pass on the name of every member of 
force, from chief down, and deter- 
mine whether they shall continue in the 
service of the city. The board will also 
have before it the names of a large num- 
ber of applicants for positions on the 
force. 

The election will be held at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, as Mayor Evan P. Howell 
and Captain J. W. English are both to 
participate in the university mass meet- 
ing tonight.

The election was originally sched- 
uled for Tuesday night, but as Chairman 
Amos Fox has an engagement for that 
night with the Confederate Veterans it 
was advanced to tonight. 

Much speculation is being indulged in 
as to the outcome of the election and con- 
siderable interest is being manifested. 
The reelection of Chief John W. Ball and 
Captains Henry Jennings, Z B. Moon 
and J. A. Thompson is regarded as a 
certainty. It is believed, however, that 
there will be a shake-up in the ranks of 
the sergeants and that at least three or 
four changes will be made among the 
wearers of the sergeant’s stripes. The 
talk regarding these proposed changes 
involves both the station and street ser- 
geants. As to the patrolmen, it is ru- 
mored that there will be in the neighbor- 
hood of half a dozen men dropped from 
the force. 

Men Are Congratulated. 

When the evening watch went on duty 
Saturday afternoon at 4 o’clock Captain 
Henry Jennings took occasion to con- 
gratulate the men on their excellent de- 
corum during the period immediately pre- 
ceding election. Chief Ball was present 
and indorsed the remarks of Captain Jen- 
nings. Both of the speakers were enthu- 
siastically applauded by the men. 

“T want to take this occasion to con- 
gratulate my men,” said Captain Jen- 
nings, ‘‘on the excellent manner in which 
you have conducted yourselves up to the 
present time, as to the approaching elec- 
tion. I have heard of no _ discussion 
among the men relative to the election 
and they seem to feel no apprehension as 
to the outcome. During my service of 
sixteen vears I have never seen the men 
so unconcerned over the election. All of 
the men appear to be giving strict atten- 
tion to their duty and for this I desire 
to commend them all. As far as my in- 
fluence is concerned, you will each be 
kept on the force.” 

“I just want to indorse the words of 
Captain Jennings,’’ said Chief Ball, as 
the captain finished speaking. ‘‘The men 
deserve the words of. praise he has 
spoken and I hope you will all retain 
your positions.’’ 


WILL ACT SOON 
ON LIGHT BIDS 


Committee Will Meet When 
Papers Are Put in Shape 
of Contract. 


Howell and Captain 
to participate in 


The electric light and finance commit- 
tees of council, which are acting jointly 
in the matter \of considering bids for 
the city’s lighting, will meet just as soon 
as the city attorney prepares the con- 
tract with the Bullock company in legal 
shape. | 

This detail of the matter will doubt- 
less be attended to tomorrow and in that 
event the committee will probably meet 
tomorrow. The contract to be prepared 
by the city attorney will include the mod- 
ifications recently made to the Bullock 
bid. A copy of the document will be 
furnished each member of the commitee. 

The fact that the bid of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company and the 
bid of the Bullock Electric Manufactur- 
ing Company represent two great corpo- 
rations, as told in The Constitution yes- 
terday, is a matter of considerable in- 
terest. 

The indications are that the fight for 
the contract to do the lighting for the 
city of Atlanta will be a bitter one and 
that opportunities will be offered the 
city to secure cheap lights, no matter 
which concern wins out. Both compa- 
nies are backed by almost unlimited cap- 
ital and it is said that there is no love 
lost between them. The competition de- 
veloped by the entrance into the field by 
the Bullock company will, it is believed, 
have the effect of causing the city to 
be offered inducements that would not 
otherwise be made, 

The present contract with the Georgia 
company expires April 1, but the com- 
pany has announced, that the lights will 
not be turned off if a new contract. has 
not been made when the contract ex- 
pires. This will give the committee am- 
ple time in which to consider the propo- 
sitions before it without fear of the city 
being left in darkness. 

At the next meeting of the two com- 
mittees the propositions of the two com- 
panies will be gone into fully and the 
situation will doubtless be reviewed at 
length. Councilmen who are not mem- 
bers of the committee are greatly inter- 
ested in the matter and the meeting of 
the committee will be largely attended. 

The municipal ownership feature of the 
Bullock bid appeals to some members of 
council who are strong advocatés of mu- 
nicipal ownership. It is known that 
some members of the committee are du- 
bious on the question of the city run- 
ning its lighting plant. However, the 
committee is a unit on the proposition 
of securing cheaper lights and they be- 
lieve that the competition which has de- 
veloped will have that result. 

Neither the Georgia Railway and Blec- 
tric Company nor the Bullock Electric 
Manufacturing Company has announced 
whether or not they will make any fur- 
ther modifications of their bids.

In the light of present conditions, it is 
considered Georgia should receive at least 
$200 per year for each able-bodied convict 
whose labor js least under any contract 
to be made by the state. This igs just 
double the price the state is now receiv- 
ing for the services of these men, and 
the expenses of guarding and hospitals 
are taken off the lessees, the state bear- 
ing this part of the burden. But condi- 
tions have/ improved so much, and the 
demand for able-bodied labor has so in- 
creased, that those who have studied the 


wuestion assert Georgia can and must get 
at least double the present figure, if the 
labor of the convicts is to be sold again 
under similar conditions. 

A well-known state 5fficial makes this 
atatement* . 

‘In my opinion, the convicts lessees can 
afford to pay $25 per month per man, or 
$300 a vear, before the pcint is reached 
where it would be profitable for them to 
drop the convict labor and use free 
labor. There are certain classes of work 
in which the lessees find they can work 
convicts to better advantage than free 
iabor, and the convict labor is really 
worth more to them. It is to these classes 
of work that convict labor is principally 
confined in Georgia.’ 

It is a well-known fact that those who 
are subletting convict labor are now 
receiving from $14 to $20 per month per 
man, or $168 to $240 per year, while the 
state receives about $100 per year. 

One of these subcontractors made this 
statement to a prison official: 

“Tl am going to keep the convict labor I 
have if 1 have to bid $20 per month per 
man te do it.” 

Such a bid wou mean $240 per » ar 
per man, which is said to be the highest 
price now paid by any subcontractor to 
an original lessee. In the case of the 
subcontractor who made this statement, 
this would mean $48,000 for the state, as 
he employs about 200 men. That is less 
than one-tenth of the number of convicts 
leased, so that at the same rate for all 
of them the state’s Income from this 
source would be about $600,000. 

“If the legislature decides to lease the 
convicts for another period,’’ said a mem- 
ber of the prison commission, ‘we are go- 
ing to see to it that a good price is paid. 
lf the bids do not come up to what we 
consider a fair price, we will reject them 
all and call for new ones.”’ 

This course wil}, it is said, forestall 
any possible combination of lessees to 
bring down the price, which some have 
seemed to fear because the present lessees 
are the only ones prepared to use the 
convict labor, and the time will be short 
between the making of the contracts and 
the date when they will have to be put 
to work.

Detail of Officers. 

Governor Terrell has heard nothing 
from the war department in reference to 
his request that Captain R. E. L. Spence, 
of the 30th United States infantry, now 
in the Philippines, be detailed for duty in 
Georgia in connection with the adjutant 
general's office. This, however, is not un- 
usual, since it is learned the matter has 
not yet been taken up by the war depart- 
ment, and probably will not be settled for 
some days. 

The Constitution made inquiry regard- 
ing the matter Saturday of its Washing- 
ton correspondent, and received the fol- 
lowing response: 

“Washington, D. C., March 28.—No ac- 
tion has yet been taken concerning the 
detail of officers for service with state 
troops, Adjutant General Corbin says this 
detail may not be made for some time 
yet as a number of states will be disposed 
of at the same time.”’ 

The detail of these officers will be made 
under the recent militia bill passed by 
congress, and there is no doubt that the 
wishes of the states concerned will be 
complied with wherever it will not ma- 
terially interfere with the good of the ser- 
vice. There is believed to be no doubt that 
Captain Spence will be assigned to Geor- 
gia, but it will likely be two or three 
weeks, maybe more, before the detail is 
made. 


Colonels Must Talk Quick. 

All of the Heutenant colonels appointed 
cn Governor Terrell’s staff who expect 
to serve as aides to the governor must 
be equipped with uniforms by Wednesday, 
April 1. An order to this effect was issued 
by the govepeer about January 1, and 
ii will be caf 1 into effect. It is under- 
stood that # those who have supplied 
themselves. .th uniforms will be invited 
to join the governor and staff on any 
of the trips that may be made or on any 
official occasions when the presence of the 
staff is deemed desirable. 

There were 135 to 140 colonels appointed 
on Governor Terrell’s staff, including 
about twenty-five of Governor Candler's 
staff, who were reappointed, Up to date

Washington, March 27.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Official Washington is begin- 
ning to wonder what sort of a hoodoo 
hangs over the position of consul general 
at Guayaquil, Ecuador.

It is related that Sawter reached his 
position in the West Indies just as things 
were getting very lively down there, 
Owing to the antics of Mont Pelee and 
other supposedly well-behaved volcanoes. 
After he had been almost choked to death 
by the ashes from Pelee, earthquakes 
got in their work. Believing he was in 
peril of being sent to the bottom of the 
sea, Mr. Sawter made application to come 
home on leave. Then he was appointed 
to Guayaquil. 

He got back to New York just in time 
to learn that Senator Platt, of New York, 
had landed him in the very desirable 
position of assistant appraiser. It look- 
ed as if the end had finally come to all 
of his troubles. It seems, however, that 
Senator Platt, of Connecticut, knew 
some things about Mr. Sawter which he 
believed ought to militate against his 
holding so responsible a business office, 
and immediately declared that the man 
should not be confirmed. What Mr. Platt, 
of Connecticut, says in a little matter of 
this kind goes.

CARNEGIE MAY FINANCE: 
PHONETIC SPELLING FAD 


Special Co pondence. 

London, Match 16.—Mr. Carnegie’s offer 
to finance a movement in the United 
States for devising a phonetic alphabet 
has not come as a surprise to persons in- 
terested in the subject here. It is not 
senerally known thet Carnegie and the 
late Sir Isaac Pitman, the father of 
sharthand_in England, were fast friends, 
and whenever the Atlantic did not divide 
them they were in close personai touch 
especiaily on the subject of phonetic 
spelling. 

it was one of Sir Isaac Pitman’s pet 
hobbies, and he tried his hardest to in- 
fluence both the late Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Cernegie in that direction. Had 
Carnegie’s educational schemes been 
evfficientiy developed before the death of 
Pitmen, there is no dovwbt a phonetic 
aiphabet, at any rate, would have been 
in existence in England.

something undone that would have been 
a lasting benefit to English speaking com- 
munities.

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DFATH KNELL OF WOLFF 
SOUNDED BY DIVORCE SUIT

Vienna. March %5.—Petition ™5r divorce 
which Karl Herman Wolff's wife has just 
filei against him seems likely to bring 
this astonishing politician’s public career 
io an ignominious énd. 

Wolff. who is now 40 vears of age, is 
one of the few Austrian public men whose 
names are known throughout the world. 
His fame, however, has not been gained 
Tor any deeds of merit, but for being the 
rowdiest member of the Austrian reichs- 
ratli, “the rowdiest legislative assembly in 
the world. 

Wolff was the son of 
rents and studied at Prague 
He faile@€ to take a degree, because he 
was always occupied with politics in- 
stead of with his books. and when he lefi 
college he at onee entered poritical life 
by way of journalism. 

Within a year or two he had become 
the ,most prominent of Pan-German agi- 
tators. He and his party advocate the 
disintegration of Ausiria, and the addi- 
tion of those Austrian provinces in which 
the majority of the population are of 
German. nationality to the German em- 
pire. The result of this policy, if car- 
ried out. would be to extend Germany 
to the Adriatic, making her more than 
ever the predominant power in. central 
Kurope. | 

Wolff propagated this programme of 
Pan-Germanism on hundreds of platforms 
and in the press, and organized a for- 
midable Pan-German party in Bohemia, 
Some ten years ago he founded a Pan- 
German daily paper, The  Ostdeutsche 
Rundschau, in Vienna, and he was editor 
in chief of this organ till recently, when

! he was forced to relinquish the position. 


In 1897 he was elected a member of the 
reichsrath. and since the day he entered 
that assembly scarcely a sitting har oc- 
curred at which he has not caused a scene 
At one of the 
great parliamentary riots toward the end 
of 1897 the police were called in to arrest 
Wolff in the chamber, and a free fight 
took place between him and about a 
dozen stalwart policemen, which ended 
in their carrying him out by main force. 

In the same year the Austrian premier, 
Count Badeni, challenged Wolff to a 
duel because Wolff had called him a dirty 
liar. Wolff accepted the challenge and. 
fought the duel, inflicting a serious 
wound on the premier, w%o was an ex- 
pert swordsman. Wolff hes fought over 
fifty duels in the course of his political 
Mrcer, and has come out of 4&1] of them 
unscathed. His skill as a duellist is the 
more remarkable because he is lame on 
one leg, so that his movements are great-

lv hampered, but he makes up for this 
physical infirmity by his perfect swords- 
manship and by an unerring aim with the 
pistol. 


In the autumn of 191 Wolff was in- 
scandal which went far to 
his political career. It transpired 
that, although himself a married man, he 
seduced the daughter of another 
prominent member of the Pan-German 
party, and that subsequently he had in- 
duced one of his best friends to marry 
the girl by concealing from the frfend his 
own relations with her. 

His friend, Professor Seidl, heard the 
truth from his wife after their marriage, 
and at once chahenged Wolff to u duel, 
which was fought near Vienna without 
decisive result. Professor Seidl then com- 
municated the facts of the case to the 
Pan-German parliamentary party, and the 
responded by expelling Wolff for 
dishonorable conduct, 

Wolff. however, formed a party of his 
own, so that henceforth the Pan-Ger- 
mans were split into Wolffites and anti- 
Wolftites, after iNMe modci of the Irish 
party at the time of the Parnell scan- 
Jals. Wolff resigned his seat and was 
reelected by a large majority and he in- 
augurated a fierce campaign against the 
other section of the Pan-German party. 

The curious feature of this bitter feud 
between the two sections of the party was 
that both the father and mother of the 
girl) whom Wolff had seduced and subse- 
quently married to his best friend were 
warm adherents of Wolff and took up 
the cudgels for him publicly. 


Two months ago Wolff brought an ac- 
tion for libel against several 
of the rival section who Aid published 
various accusations against him, and they 
were all condemned to the payment of 
heavy fines 

After a series of triumphs over his ene- 
mies, Wolff has sustained a crushing blow 
from ‘tris own wife, who has filed a peti- 
tion for divorcee on the ground that he 
has continually beaten and maltreated her 
in the most braital way, that he squan- 
dered money on good eating and drinking 
when she wes starving at home, that he

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PIERPONT MORGAN'S HEIR - 
TO CUT A SOCIETY SWATH

London. March 14.—Evidently ‘Jack’”’ 
Morgan, heir apparent to the financial 
throne of Pierpont Morgan, is going to 
cut more of a figure in London society 
hereafter. He has taken the stately res- 
idence, No. 12 Grosvenor square. in which 
Bulwer Lytton spent his last years, and 
is golng to desert Park Lane, although 
his costly house at the corner of South 
street and Park Lane is still on his 
hands. 

The flitting is significant of a distinc- 
tion that is beginning to be made between 
Park Lane—the Fifth avenue of London— 
and Grovsvenor square. One can judge 
of the status of the latter locality from 
the fact that the steamer which carried 
so many duchesses, countesses and other 
portions’ of the very cream of London 
society to Delhi as the guests of Lord 
Curzon for the Durbar, was nicknamea 
“The Grosvenor Square.” You have to 
have ancestors and solid social standing 
if you are to be a part of Grosvenor 
square. 

On the other hand, Park Lane began 
to decline socially from about the time 
poor Barney Barnato, son of a pediar 
of old clothes, moved into the most im- 
posing mansion on the street. Now this 
gilded thoroughfare has come to be as- 
sociated with the nouveau riche as typi- 
fied by the South African millionaire and 
the gentleman with a foreign accent who 
has prospered exceedingly in the ‘‘city.’’

By birth, education and training she 
was reared a “Friend,.”’ better known 
by the name of ‘Quaker.’ She has trav- 
‘eled widely, has held respopsible posi- 
tions in her denomination Ay in the 
National Peace Association, as well as 
the bodies above mentioned. She is a 
fine speaker and was listened to last 
night with great interest. 

Her text was Matthew v, 16: “Let your 
lizht so shine before men that they 
may see your good works and glorify 
your Father which is in heaven. 

She said in part: 

“Fresh from the wonderful meetings 
just closed in New Orleans, La., under 


the auspices of the National American 


Woman Suffraze Association and the 
National Council of Women, of which 
Mrs. Chapman Catt is president of the 
former and Mrs. Swift, of California, the 
president of the latter, I can no better 
expound the thought of this text or the 
faith that is in my own soul than to 
give you a brief resume of the excellent 
thoughts delivered by these bodies of 
women workers. Loyaity to my own 
faith of Universalism makes this a proud 
moment in my life to stand in one 
church in .«vanta that is such a Mecca 


to all Cntwteheltete: who love so dearly 
to remember how this ‘church was built 
and the deep interest we all feel in it 


*from the smallest to the greatest in our 


cenomination. The glory of the feeling 
that fills our hearts, that the light of 
our gospel of Jesuga Christ we are to 
‘let it shine.’ Individually larger and 
larger numbers are enabled to have the 
harriers so broken down and the heavy 
burden so lifted from off their souls, to 
give them ability and power to enunciate 
the burning truth and light that fills 
their souls. In the Universalist church 
women are invited by her schools and 
colleges to stand side by side with man, 
as equal burden bearers, to assist in solv- 
ing the problems of life. The voice that 
comes to us today is equally as impor- 
tant as that which came to the blessed 
apostle Paul of old, when the cry was, 
‘Come over to Macedonia and help us.’ 

“The National Council of Women is an 
organization of organizations, in which 
this association is an example of divine 
and human love united, when thirteen 
years ago the few strong, earnest-heart- 
ed women met in conference to discover 
the strength and make ‘visible the wis- 
dom of love power of individual woman- 
hood and her organized effort, which 
resulted in this National Council 
Women. No brain power has yet proven 
its capacity to solve but few problems 
in nature’s laws of cruel upheavals. It 
is blind faith in divine overruling creative 
Providence, which can accept nature’s 
overwhelming 
gree of resignation—faith alone that some 
time in the future infinite creative love 
and wisdom will answer the whys to 
finite satisfaction. : 

“Certainly all the numerous phases of 
work represented in the council of which 
the woman suffragists is an affiliated 
body. The strong thinkers of this body 
that began work as far back as 1848 have 
done much to harmonize and bring to- 
gether these vast working bodies, like 
the ‘Business Women,’ the work for so- 
cial purity, for universa] peace—the Jew-

It is affirmed by nature in 
all its processes. Science witnesses that 
every particle of matter |s- endured with 
the quality of persistence to such a de- 
gree that every atom of energy is con- 
served through all changes in form and 
condition. It is affirmed by history. 
‘Through the ages one increasing pur- 
pose runs.’ 

“The New Testament teaching is re- 
freshingly full of the note of divine per- 
sistency. Christ emphasized it in His 
Parables. In the parable of the prodigal 
son, for though the son is in a far coun- 
try, the love of the father persists; in 
that of the sower, for though some seed 
fall into unresponsive soil, the sower goes 
On scattering the seed; in the parable 
of the vineyard, for early and late the 
sower goes out to the market place to 
hire more laborers; the lost sheep, for the 
shepherd is not to be turned back by ob- 
stacles, but seeks till he finds. So in 
the parable of the last coin and the wick- 
ed husbandman and of the great supper 
—the prevailing emphasis is the perse- 
verance of God. 

“Do not these things teach us that abor- 
tion and failure are contrary to the di- 
vine economy. ‘He shall not fail or be 
discouraged.’ Half success may satisfy 
us, but never satisfies God. The incom- 
plete violates the divine method in na- 
ture and in grace. The only report Jesus 
Christ dared to make of His. mission was, 
‘Father. I have finished the work Thou 
gavest Me to do.’ His final words, ‘it is 
finished,’ are words that resound with the 
music of divine perseverance. God is not 
satisfied with half work. He does not 
order half deliverance; Your children, 
your cattle and all that you have must 
go out of the land. There are no half 
miracles. For blindness Christ gave two 
good eyes, for deafness two good ears, 
a stammering, but a 
shouting tongue. The oil did not stop 
running till every ecruse in the widow's 
house was filled.

himself to the battle?’ 

Dr. Holderby said in substance: 

“The figure of the trumpet here em- 
ployed by the apostle is taken from the 
custom of the ancient armies. 

“Trumpets and pipes and other wind 
instruments were used not only to regu- 
late the orderly marching of the troops, 
but to designate by certain sounds what 
the soldiers were to do in time of battle, 
whether to advance or retreat. And so 
he says, ‘If the trumpet give an uncerf- 
tain sound, who shall prepare himself 
to the battle?” Using the figure in a 
broad sense, may we not apply the text 
to the Christian life? Positive Chris- 


“Christians, by their lives and often 
by their teachings give forth uncertain 
sounds. Inconsistent and unholy 


give forth uncertain sounds. True Chris- 
tianity is no weak, namby-pamby, 
wishy-washy thing, but strong, rcbust 
and positive. It is sensational. And God 


¢ and ro- 
expects His people to be strong a pre 


bust in their religious lives and to stand 
for fhe truth and to let the world know 
where they stand and to create a stir in 
the world. 

“The Christian should bé positive in 
his convictions of the truth. Ask the 
chureh today as.to its convictions of 
the truth of the Bible and about one- 
half of the membership will express some 
doubt on the subject. How many of us 
can put our hand on the Bible and say 
that we believe the scriptures and the 
word of God, yea, we know it? De- 
structive higher criticism is on the in- 
crease in the church.

But the church does not an- 
swer. : 

“It is time that the church of God 
should speak out in no uncertain tones. 
Ti is time for every Christian to show 
his colors and let the world know on 
which side he may be found. 
is now the world is bewlldered, The 
trumpet is giving on uncertain sound and 
the poor, perishing world does not know 
what to do. Christians are not standing 
together in this great conflict with evil. 
They are afraid of one another They 
are afraid of spoiling their old creeds in 
which half of them do not. believe 
‘Creed, creed, creed’ is the cry of the 
church today. Too much creed; too lit- 
‘tle life. 

“Oh, for a breath from the Almighty 
that the church may be aroused. There 
is too much negative Christianity today. 
We are afraid to be positive lest people 
Say we are sensational. Well. we had 
better have sensation ‘than stagnation. 
Would to God there were more excite- 
ment in the matter of religion. It is 
time to be excited when men all aronnd 
use are going to hell. We do not. be- 
lieve it or we would be excited, we would 
be more in earnest. Positive Christianity 
even if it producés excitement, Is what 
the world needs today. There ic no ex- 
citement today in religious matters, but 
death, stagnation and death.” :

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Rev. Dr. J. H. Kilpatrick, of the White 
Plains, Ga., Baptist church, supplied the 
pulpit at the First Baptist church yes- 
terday morning for Rey. Dr. W. W. Lan- 
drum. Dr. Kilpatrick is widely known 
throughout the state, having been for 
some years presiient of the Georgia 
Baptist conventicn. an theo- 
logian and is an author of several able 
denominational treatises. Probably the 
most remarkable thing about him is that 
he is the oldest pastor in Georgia, and 
has few, if any, superiors in that respect 
in the south or even the whole country. 
If Dr. Kilpatrick lives Yagil 1904, he 
“will have been pastor of the White 
Plains church for half a hundred years. 
In peace and in war, 'n prosperity and 
adversity. he has gone on in the even 
tenor of his way. loved, revered and hon- 
ored by successive generations of his 
fcllow-citizens. Though no  jonger a 
voung man, he Seems to be physicallv 
as vigorous and active as a man of 40 
vears His delivery is clear. distinct and 
forceful, and there are evidences in his 
discourse that he is a thinker, loving the 
old gospel, but thoroughly acouainted 
with the conditions of modern theology. 

Dr. Kilpatrick's sermon yesterday was 
on the text. “If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me and drink.’ His discourse 
“vas on the subject of the needs of the 
human soul, which can be met only by 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. He showed 
that here and now, even in the present 
‘ife. humanity’s longings can be satisfied 
only through the spiritual knowledge of 
a divine savior. He contended also that 
while Godliness is profitable in the pres- 
eat ‘ife. we cannot understand its height 
and depth, its length and breadth, until 
we pass inte the great ‘ibevond.

Freed from surveillance after his dis- 
charge, this ex-convict: finally found the 
opportunity to place the letters in the 
hands of the prisoner's relatives. The 
contents of the letters were quieely, but 
speedily, spread to hundreds of others, 
then the letters themselves were 
smuggled out of the empire and to other 
relatives of the family in America. How 
this was done is not known, but certain 
it is, they arrived in this country about 
months ago. The letters have been 
translated from Russian into English by 
Mr. Pollock. They form very interesting 
reading and parts from them are repro- 
duced as translated by Mr. Pollock from 
the originals. 

The letters, in substance, 
of the horrors practiced at the Kara 
mines in the heart of Siberia. They re- 
late. how some prisoners escaped, prob- 
ably to freeze or starve to death in the 
wilderness? but freferring death to lon- 
ger life in the prison. They relate also 
how the prison officials adroitly, cun- 
ningly concocted and executed a scheme 
whereby the blame might. be shifted 
from themselves for the escapes, and 
the inhuman persecution of innocen: 
men that followed. It is an old saying 
that “truth is stranger than fiction.”’ !t 
was never more appropriate of appli- 
cation. than to the incidents described 
in these letters that found their way 
from far-off Siberia to Nashville, Tenn., 
LU.

Dr, North came here from Milledgeville 
about two years ago. He was clerk in 
_ the drug department of the state’ sani- 
tarium for fifteen years. He Was also 
well known in McDonough, where he 
practiced medicine before g0ing to Mil- 
ledgeville. 

He leaves a wife and two children, Hugh 
North, of Atlanta, and Miss Edna North. 

It is a peculiar incident that at Orchard 
Hill, only a few miles below here, a 
woman was yesterday killed by the same 
train, then north-bound. In both . cases 
the persons killed walked on the tracks 
in front of a train at full speed.
